SHE HAD POSSESSION OF THEM UNDER 
AN ORDER PERMITTING INSPECTION. 


The Matter Brought to the Attention of 
the Court and the Result Likely to Be 
Serious — A Contest Between a Duke 
end His Stepmother — Ecuador Peas- 
antes Refuse to Pay Tithes. 


Lorpor, April 15.—A sensational statement 
was made to-day in the Probate Courtin the 
hearing of the celebrated Sutherland will 
contest, instituted by the present Duke of 
Sutherland, to overthrow the will made by 
his father, the late Duke of Sutherland, in 
favor of the dowager Duchess, the second 
wife of the late Duke. The late Duke of 
Sutherland married for his second wife, 
March 4, 1889, Mary Caroline, the widow of 
Arthur Kindersley Blair. The Duke was at 
the time about 61 years of age. 

The marriage led to bitter disputes between 
the late Duke and his second wife on the one 
band, and the present Duke, then Marquis of 
Stafford, on the other hand, and the late 
Duke was greatly aggrieved by the hostile 
attitude of the Marquis. 

The late Duke died on Sept. 22, last, hav- 
ing madea will as favorable as possible to 
his second wife. A dispute almost immedi- 
ately began between the new Duke and dow- 
ager Duchess concerning the possession of 
one of the ducal seats, Tittensor Chase, near 
Trentham, and also concerning certain valu- 
able family heirlooms. The present Duke 
contested his father’s willandin the court 
to-day counsel in behalf of the present Duke 
asked that a writ of attachment be issued 
against the dowager Duchess, on the ground 
that having obtatned an order to inspect 
certain papers she had deliberately placed in 
the fre a document which under the order 
he was permitted to inspect. 

Justice Jeune said that the charge was a 
serious one. The Justice at once stopped the 
order of inspection and said that the dow- 
ager Duchess must make answer to the alle- 
gation on Tuesday next. The case was 
thereupon contin ued until that day. 


BCUADORIAN DIFFICULTIES. 


PEASANTS REFUSE TO PAY TAXES AND IN- 
AUGURATE A REVOLUTION. 


Parv AMA, Colombia, April 15.—Passengers ar- 
riving here from Ecuador say that trouble 
arising from the refusal of the peasants in 
the States of Chimboras and Esmeraldas to 
pay tithes has assumed formidable propor- 
tions. The basis of the trouble is an objec- 
tion to the assessment of property for com- 
pulsory tithe payments. 

In the movement to overthrow President 
Cordero, which was started by 2,000 mount- 
aineers, ald has been accepted from the 
Morlista party. Whenthe rumors of discon- 
tent were first circulated Morla offered his 
services and they were accepted. He was 

then chosen leader of the movement. 

Many generals of the Liberal party have 
also joined the revolters, and it is rumored 
that Eloy Alfaro, a noted Ecuadorian Gen- 
erai, has fitted out a war ship and placed it 
atthe disposalof the new party. The ship 
is said to be well mannedand thoroughly 
equipped and it is reported will soon arrive 
at Guayaquil. Alfarois anxious to be Pres!- 
dent of the Republic. He made several at- 
tempts to overthrow the legitimate Govern- 
ment, but never succeeded. 

The revolters assert that they expect the 
omcials in Guayaquil will declare in favor of 
the revolution when Alfaro’s ship arrives 

there, It is also reported that 200 soldiers in 
the garrison in Quito have desertec and 
joined the revolters. 

In the Guayaquil the following decree has 
been published: 

I. Louis Cordero, President of the Republic, con- 
sidering that public order has been disturbed in the 
Provinces of Chimborazo and Esmeraldas, do decree 
thatthe troops of the army stationed in the pro- 
vinees named are declared under arms. The Minis- 
ter of Wer aud Marine is charged with the enforce- 
ment of this decree. 

This decree was occasioned by the discovery 
of the eighty cases of arms shipped to the re- 
volters and seized by the Government. 


CANCELLED THE CONCESSION. 

Orry or Mexico, April 15.—The Porsh con- 
cession for a line of steamships between 
Philadelphia and Vera Crus, granted by the 
Mexican Government some time ago, has 
been cancelled owing to the failure of the 
concessionaries to fill the requirement of the 
contract. The guarantee deposit made by 
them with the Government has been con- 
verted into the National Treasury. 

A number of Philadelphia capitalists were 
interested in the proposed enterprise, and it 
was intended to put ona number of steam- 
ers and build upa trade between Philadeli- 
phia and Mexico. 


WILL PROSECUTE HIS LIBELERS. 

Pants, April 15.—Gen. Loizillon, Minister of 
War, has authorized the General- l' Advocat 
to institute proceedings for the prosecution 
of the newspapers which have published 
statements accusing him of corrupt conduct. 
The statements were to the effect that X. 
Turpin, the inventor of melinite, had said 
that he had been told by Gen. Loigillon that 
if he would marry Gen. Loizillon’s daughter 
he (Loigilion) would secure for him $200,000 
for the purchase of his melinite invention. 
The truth of this story Gen. Lolzillon has 
emphatically denied, andhe now proposes 
to bring his alleged libeliers to justice. 


THE SERVIAN COUP D’'RTAT. 

Vienna, April 15.—The wording of King 
Alexander's proclamation is quite in the 
style ofex-King Milan, and the fact that the 
army supported the coup d’etat affords fur- 
ther proof of Milan’s prompting Alexander, 
the military having always been loyal to the 
ex-King. There is good reason to regard the 
coup d'etat as a salutary issue from a critical 
and dangerous situation, the regents having 
interpreted the constitution in an arbitrary 
sense by turning the elections in favor of the 
Liberals. There is no doubt that the country 
was rapidly drifting into civil war.

New York, April 15.—That a sufficient 
number of votes were cast against Theodore 
Seligmar, ason of Jesse Seligman, banker, 
to prevent his admission to the Union League 
Club, was clearly due to only one pr'éjudice. 
He is a lawyer in the Milis building and has a 
reputation among many down town people 
ot a most favorable kind. No one could be 
found yesterday who could bring proofs of 
any un-clubable characteristic of the young 
man, unless the prejudice of race and relig- 
ion be admitted into club ethics.

BEN TILLETT ACQUITTED. 


English Labor Leaier Discharged 
Under a Peculiar Verdict. 
Lowpon, Abril 15.—Ben Tillett, the well- 

known labor leader, who was charged at the 
Old Balley with having incited strikers to 
riot in Bristol in December last, was found 
guilty to day by the jury sitting in the case. 
The jury decided, however, that though the 
prisoner was guilty of using words calculated 
to cause a riot, they believed the words were 
spoken on the spur of the moment and were 
not intended to provoke a breach of the 
peace. 

Justice Cave said that the rider to the ver- 
dict was tantamount to a declaration that 
the prisoner was not guilty as charged. 
Iie therefore considered it his duty to dis- 
charge the prisoner. This decision was 
greeted with cheers by Tillett’s friends, 
many of whom were in the court-room. The 
demonstration was promptly suppressed.

LAKE SHORE ENGINEERS. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 15.—It was learned 
to-day that the Lake Shore Raliway Co. will 
not reinstate the engineers who quit work at 
Toledo. The Board of Adjustment of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers helda 
consultation with General Superintendent 
Caniff yesterday and asked that the men who 


left the company’s service be reinstated. In 
his reply to-day the General superintendent 
said he did not wish it to be understood 
the company would refuse to re- 

employ the men, but simply that they 
could not be reinstated in their old positions. 

Itis possible that the engineers will carry 
their case upto President Newell, but it 18 
well known that his views in the mutter co- 

meide with those of the general superintend- 
ent.

The conservative and ruling element of 
the board will oppose further action injthe 
case on the groundthat the men who quit 
work did so on their ingividual responsibility.

An ad- 
journment was taken until next Thursday. 


DOCK LABORERS JUBILANT. 

CARDIFF, April 15.—It is stated that the 
crews ot seven vessels in the Barry docks 
have been granted an increase in wages. The 
union sallors are jubilant over the reported 
victory. Several sharp scufles have occurred 
between guards and strikers, the former be 
ing roughly handled. 


THE FIGHT FOR PLACE. 


Peoria’s Post-Offics Struggle Transferred 
to Weshington. 


Front, III., April15.—The fight over the 
post-office and mayoralty inthis city is the 
warmest ever known, The editor of the 
Democratic organ here, which has persist- 
ently opposed the Democratic candidate for 
the mayoralty, isan aspirant for the post- 


office, and the fight between the two factions 
has been bitter and unrelenting. It has been 
charged that the candidate for Mayor, Col. 
John Warner, has indorsed the aspirant for 
the post-office on the condition that he re- 
ceive the supportof the Democratic organ. 
Col. Warner denies that any such trade has 
been made, and that he has not and will not 
enter into any such scheme.

Judge Harrison’s Decision in the Pohl- 
man-Staed Contest. 


THE CHANGING OF BOXES DOES NOT 


AFFECT THE SITUATION. 


It Is Not Necessary for the Ballots to Be 
Kept in Their Original Reo>sptacles or 
Constantly Under the Recorder’s Eye 
—Return Maie in the Harris Contempt 
Case—Court News. 


Judge Harrison this morning, in a lengthy 
written opinion, decided that the court 
could go oa in the Pohiman-Stead contest 
for the office of Sheriff. 

An order had been issued bythe court on 
Recorder of Voters Carlisie to open, count 
and certify to the count of the ballots cast in 
the election on Nov. 8 last for the office of 
Sheriff. 

A motion was filed by Sheriff Stead to have 
the order vacated on the ground that the 
original ballot-boxes in which the votes cast 
at that election had been deposited were used 
by the Recorder at the late spring election 
and their contents had been deposited in 
other receptacles. Staed contended that by 
this proceeding the Recorder had acted un- 
lawfully and that the ballots had thereby lost 
their authenticity, andthat they could not 
be used as evidence in this contest. 

Judge Harrison took another view of the 
law and construed the several sections of the 
statutes bearing on the case very deliber- 
ately. He virtually held that in the contem- 
plation of law, as he construed it, 
it was not necessary for the 
Recorder to keep the ballots in 
the same boxes, so long as he did not subject 
them to inspection or place them in a posi- 
tion to be tampered with. The law required 
him only to safely preserve and keep them, 
and not to open them or subject them toin- 
spection unless upon an order of court in a 
contested election case, and in that event 
the safeguard and regulations provided by 
law must be complied with. 

He holds that there is nothing inthe motion 
or affidavit of Mr. Staed to show that the bal- 
lots have at any time been out of the custody 
ofthe Recorder, or that the contestor, Pohl- 
man, has n permitted to inspect them. 

The Recorder cannot constantly have the 
dallots in sight. He need only exercise that 
care of and surveillance over them which 
should reasonably be expected of a faithful 
officer. There is no charge that they have 
been meddled or tampered with, or even in- 
spected. The court says: The mode in 
which the ballots shall be kept, that is to 
say. in the boxes as contemplated inthe one 
section and the package as indicated in the 
other, Iregard as merely directory, and it 
has deen 80 held. Under the cir- 
cumstances [ cannot hold that the 
Recorder has been guilty ofthe violation of 
law charged against himas the custodian of 
the ballcts. I cannot hoid that the keeping 
of the ballots in the original boxes is in such 
cases an essential to the preservation of the 
integrity and authenticity of the ballots. To 
so hold would bein effect to say that the 
Recorder, by his act, has defeated the exer- 
cise of the power which the statute gives the 
court to order the count, comparison and ex- 
amination of the ballots and to deprive the 
contestor ofthe benefit of the law enscted 
by the Legislature in obedience to the man- 
Gate of the constitution. The motion will be 
overruled.’’ 

John B. La Barge confessed judgment to- 
day in Judge Harrison’s court in favor of E. 
H. Kern for $10,900. 


The Harris Contempt Case. 


The Sheriff of Jackson County, John P. 
O’Nelil, made a return to-day in Judge 
Klein’s court to the order issued him for the 


arrest of Henry Harris at Kansas City for 
contempt of court. Harris refused to com- 
ly with an order of court compelling 

im to dismiss a suit he had 
entered against certain officersof the Iron 
Hall in that city. 

The Sheriff’s return is to the effect that he 
arrested Harris yesterday preparatory to 
bringing him here, but before he could 
leave the city he was served with a writ of 
habeas corpus issued by Judge C. L. Scarritt 
of Circuit Court No. 1 of Kansas City, order- 
ing himto produce Harris’ body before his 
court forthwith. This was done and the 
court laid the matter over until April 20. 

In the meantime, the proceedings in Judge 
Klein’s court will go over until the 2ist inst.

- COLUMBUS’ DESCEND NDANTS 


Arrival of the Duke de Veragua and Suite 
in New Torx. 

New Tonk, April. 18. — The Amefican i me 
steamer New York from Southampton, with 
the lineal descendent Of Christopher Colum- 
bus, the Duke de Veragua, on board, arrived 
at Quarantine shortly after 6 o’clock this 
morning. A drizzling rain was falling at the 
time and the vessel was almost hidden in a 
prevailing fog. As soon as the New York 
anchored, Commander Francis W. Dickins, 
representing the Federal Government, board 
ed the big steamship and ‘delivered an ad- 
Gress of welcome in Spanish, to which the 
Duke appropriately replied, andthe band 
played ‘‘America.’’

THE POLICE ARREST TWO MEN FOR 
THE BURGLABY.

The Face of One of the Suspects Bears 
Marks of Having Been Recently Burned 
bry Powder—A Boy Arrested on a 
Charge of Burglary— Police Notes and 
News. 


When the porter at Bernard Baer & Co., 
commission merchants at 116 to 118 Elm 
street, opened the store at 6 o’clock this 
morning, he discovered that the safe had 
been blown open during the night and 
robbed.

The detectives 
who made the arrest claim that Fahey was 
seen last Thursday evening in the vicinity of 
the Four Courts and his face was all right. 
Both Fahey and Burk are said to be ex- con- 
victs and both were recently released from 
the Work-house, where they were sent on 
$100 fines for cruelty to animals) They were 
arrested by Officers Tebeau and Manion 
for driving off a horse and buggy, and were 
sent to the police court.

CONDITION OF THE CITY TREASURY. 


Deputy Comptroller Gabel Says It Is 
Norma!—Temporary Appropriation Bill. 
The Comptroller is hard at work upon the 
temporary appropriation bill, which is to 
supply the various city departments with 
funds to carry tim over the interval be- 
tween April 10, the end of the fiscal year, and 
the time the regular appropriation bill is 
passed. 

In explaining the situation this morning, 
Deputy Comptroller Gabel stated: 

No, the treasury is not out of money; 


that is all nonsense. [There have been, of 
course, some heavy drafts upon it, but it 1s 
about ina normal condition. It would not 
help the departments any now, even if it 
was Overfiowing, because only the temporary 
appropriation will be passed now. 
Each department is apportioned money 
on the basis of about one-fourth 
the entire amount for last year. This money 
is only available until the regular bill is 
— 1 making the general distribution. I 
ave had it repeatedly asked by every new 
Meyor why the general bill could not be made 
up and passed immediately just as the tem- 
porary one is. It is what you might calla 
clerical impossibility, and beside it cannot be 
done until the 20th of the month, when the 
President of the Board of Assessors makes a 
return of the assessable values inthe city. 

Ihe various departments, too, have a way 
of always asking for more than they ever 
expectto get, hoping tbat in the general 
paring down they may get a little more than 
they would on exact estimates. All this 
work takes time and labor, and as it is neces- 
sary to have funds to meet the payments on 
the first of next month it Is necessary to pass 
the makeshift right away, sothat the gen- 
‘eral bill will not be rushed through in a topsy- 
turvy manner, which would alterwards cause 
much contusion.’’

cert there were hardly a hundred people in 
the house, This did not prevent Mr. Seidl 
from carrying out his progfamme with as 
much artistic sincerity as though the audi- 
torium was crowded to the doors. The ladies 
of the company were not animated by the 
same high ideale as the conductor 
and objected to wasting their sweet- 
ness on the desert air. hen

LIGHT WAR IN CARONDELET. 


The Gas and Electric Ccmpanies to Fight 
It Out—Sourth End News 


A war which may be to the extermination 
is anticipated between the Carondelet Gas 
Light Co. and the Carondelet Electric Light 
and Power Co., who are operating in the 


sam eld. 

The Carondelet Gas Light Co. has one of 
the most liberal charters granted by the city 
to monopolies of its kind, and its contract 


with the city for lighting the streets does not 
expire until 1905, so that the city is powerless 
to introduce electric lamps for lighting the 
streets of Carondelet untilthat date. They 
have been chrging about $2.25 per 1,000 cubic 
feet, about twice the rate charged in 
the city. The Carondelet Klectric Light and Power 
Co. are furnishing light at a little lower figure than 
that, and the Gas company has consequently lost 
much trade. Within the next month or so they will 
eut their rates almost in half. and will furmish gas 
tothe merehants and residents of the South End at 
$1.25 per thousand, the same rate charged in the 
city. In order to handle the increased business this 
move isexpected to give them, they will lay new 
mains up Broadway te Kansas street, weston Kan- 
sas to Michigan avenue. north to Bates street, west 
to Virginia avenue, north to Meramec street, west 
to Louisiana avenue and north to Keokuk street.

THE MISSING WEALTH OF THE WEST. 


The people of the West who want to 
know what has become of their missing 
wealth ought not to be in doubt on the 
subject. The craze for public improve- 
ments which sprang up directly after the 
war is responsible for a very large part of 
the loss, and the blunders made so often 
in the early days by rural communities 
are still repeated every day by municipali- 
ties. 

Public conveniences, in the shape of 
railways, gas-works, telephones and tele- 
graphs, are absolutely necessary to the 
well-being of a community, but too high a 
price has been paid for them. Privileges 
have been granted to corporations and no 
restrictions have been placed upon the ex- 
ercise of the powers granted. The counties 
and townships of Missouri voted large 
sums in aid of bogus railroad enterprises, 
and when the railroads came it was found 
that their cost to the people was multi- 
plied many fold by cunning manipulation 
and the overissues of bonds and stocks not 
represented by an actual investment. The 
dividend paid on such excess is a clear sub- 
traction from the wealth of the communi- 
ty, and the draft in many instances has 
been so large that counties are impover- 
ished and beggared. 

In cities the same policy was pursued. 
Franchises worth millions have been given 
away, while the corporations are drawing 
all the profit on the unearned stocks and 
bonds which represent and measure the 
public value which should have been re- 
served. In private business the individual 
is glad to getasmall profit, because com- 
petition keeps down prices and makes 
such enterprises hazardous, But munic- 
ipalities have singled out corporations 
engaged in quasi public business for 
special favors. They have shieided them 
from competition, thereby adding to the 
value of the business, and then have per- 


i 


the people by means of watered stock. 

Wealthy Eastern investors who hold 
most of the stock and bond issues have 
accumulated a large portion of the earn- 
ings of the West. Public conveniences 
have been paid for by the surrender of 
sources of taxation which would go far to 
support State and local governments. The 
dividends on watered stock held by East- 
ern investors do not represent the worth 
of services actually rendered, but are evi- 
dences of the power to levy tribute. A few 
New England plutocrats have reaped where 
the Western workers have sown.

PROPRIETY AND PATRIOTISM. 

The secrecy of the instructions given to 
Commissioner Blount and the lack of in- 
formation with regard to the conditions 
existing in Honolulu make it impossible to 
determine accurately the true significance 
of his action in hauling down the Ameri- 
ean flag and withdrawing the guard of 
marines from the national capital. It is, 
however, easy to imagine reasons amply 
sufficient not only to justify this course, 
but to hold up to scorn and ridicule the 
hasty charge of the - annexation press that 
it is unpatriotic and un-American. 

The fact is, the course pursued by the 
annexation partisans was unpatriotic and 
un-American, and the damage they in- 
flicted upon the honor and reputation of 
the American Government had to be re- 
paired as far as possible before further ac- 
tion regarding Hawaii could be taken with 
any degree of credit. Even Secretary 
Foster, who was hand and glove with the 
annexation conspirators, could not indorse 
the conduct of Minister Stevens in assum- 
ing a protectorate over the islands and en- 
forcing it with nfarines. If the Provis- 
ional Government of Hawall was a gov- 
ernment in fact and had the consent of the 
people, there wasno longer need of aid 
from the United States to enforce law and 
order, and if it needed aid to maintain its 
supremacy the United States would have no 
business helping it to coerce the Hawaiian 
people. The American flag flying over 
the capital and the presence of American 
marines represented coercion with or 
without the consent of the alleged home 
Government, and as long as these condi- 
tions existed no honorable compact could 
be made between Haweii and the foreign 
power back of the coercive force. Under 
those circumstances annexation would be 
accomplished practically by conquest, not 
be free covenant. 

Commissioner Blount’s course was un- 
doubtedly necessary to correct the atti- 
tude of the United States and to test the 
title of the Provisional Government and 
its right to exercise the treaty- making 
power. It is the only course that can be 
called American, 

As to the question of patriotism we have 
hopes that Commissioner Mount and the

A. F. Walcott’s Criticism on the nue 
lish Turf. 


THEY ARE BEHIND THIS COUNTRY IN 
EVERY PARTICULAR. 


He Saw Nothing Across the Water Worth 
Buying For His American Racing Out - 
fit—Track and Stable Gossip—The Base 
Ball World-—Cycling Chat-—Sporting 
News. 


Naw York, April 15.—Mr. A. F. Walcott, 
President of the Monmouth Park Racing 
Association, who arrived from England on 
the White Star steamer Majestic this week, 
looks as if his two months’ visit to the old 
country had done him good. He seemed 
pleased tobe back to New York again and 
was ready and willing to converse about the 
racing outlook for 93. Whilein England he 
spent considerable time at the different race 
courses and breeding farms, but saw nothing 
at either place that he thought worth bring- 
jag home. He said that he was perfectly 
satisfied with his stable as it is made up at 
present and thinks the colors of Walcott & 
Campbell shall be seen finishing in front 
quite often this year. The 2-year-olds that 
Mr. Walcott saw racing were, in his way of 
thinking, a very poor lot, and sald that even 
several of those in his own stabie could run 


away from them. 

Of course, he was sweet on the grandeur of 
his own track at Monmouth and said there 
was nothing in England to compare with it. 
Their buildings, grand stands, etc., were all 
onasmalier scale than those in this coun- 
try, and as an American he was proud of the 
progress made in this line in so short a time. 

Mr. Walcott seemed to be perfectly satisfied 
with the raciog bills that passed the New 
Jersey Legislature during his absence. Mr. 
Walcott, like his predecessor, the late D. D. 
Withers, was opposed to racing contrary to 
law and feels much relieved over the passage 
of the bills. Speaking of the proposed oppo- 
sition tu the new Elkwood Park Association 
Mr. Walcott said he did not think Monmouth 
would race more than thirty days.
